WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—‘‘In God We 
Trust,’’ according to the mandate today 
of the House Committee on Coinage, 
Weights and Measures, will be put- back 
on the gold coins. 

The committee favorably reported the 
McKinley bill restoring the motto. The 
jaw is to be effective 30 days after the 
date of its passage. 

It is understood that the President will 
not oppose the bill. 

During the committee hearing. Repre- 
sentative Knowland suggested that the 
bill be so framed as to-compel clearing- 
house certificates to be labeled: “I know 
my Redeemer liveth.”’

Gov. Folk says: 

“In 1899 I was engaged in the general 
practice of law, had never held office 
and had no prestige or influence that 
the holder of an important office ac- 
quires. 

“As an 
represent any 
Early in that 


attorney I had the right to 
interest that I saw iit. 
year an attorney, who 
was at that time a friend, called at my 
office with a Mr. Helery, and said that 
he, the attorney, had been employed in 
connection with a saloon license bill, 
and: desired that I make an argument 
on the measure before the Legisiature 
committee. 

“T had never seen the bill and knew 
nothing of it, but I told Mr. Helery and 
the attorney that I would examine it 
and see if it was such a measure as I 
could support, and would advise him 
later. 

“Mr. Helery paid a retainer of $250, 
of which I received one-third and ‘he 
attorney with him two-thirds. ™ nejra" 
no more about the measure, and was 
not called upon either to appear before 
the comuinittee or to take any further 
action in the matter. 

Never Before Legislature. 

Some time later I met Mr. Helery 
casually on the street and askel him 
what had been done about the matter. 
it had been concluded not to 
and that was the last I ever 
heard of it. I- did not appear before 
the Legislature on this measure and 
have never appeared before the Legis- 
lature as the paid attorney for any spe- 
cial interest. 

“At ‘nat time, nine years ago, | had 
given little attention to the liquor traffic, 
and did not have the fixed opinions of 
its lawlessness that I now have 

“When I became Governor and had 
the power to put an end to saloon law- 
lessness in the cities, I endeavored t- 
have the Jaw enforced, For doing this 
I havg been constantly abused and vili- 
fied by the liquor interests and their al- 
lies. It is a business the natural tend- 
encv of which ts toward iawlessness, 
and the time ‘has come when it will 
either run the politics ofthe State or 
be run out of the politics of the State. 

Conspiracy, He Says. 

“The lawless liquor’ interests 
are in a conspiracy to control the State 
Jovernment by electing officials subser- 
vient to them, and it is up to the good 
people of this State fo prevent their 
doing sc. 

“They oppose any official that tries to 
enforce any law against them in order 
that they may point out to those who 
afterward come into office that political 
annihilation awaits the man that dares 
to combat their insolent lawlessness. 

“This move on the part of the liquor 
interests and their agents in claiming 
that I represented them nine years ago 
on some measure is but part of the 
fig: theyare making. 

“They claim that I am not sincere. 
If I had any doubt as to my own sin- 
eerity their opposition and ° bitterness 
would remove all doubt. If I had_-al- 
lowed them to go on In the way they 
were going, over-riding the law, run- 
ning winerooms and gambling rooms, 
they would today be my earnest sup- 
porters instead of fighting me as they 
are.

“IT do not want their support. I 
would rather have the enmity of lawiess 
liquor dealers than their good will.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Senator 
Knox today introduced a bill tq@ estab- 
lish a system of postal savings banks. 
The bill embodies the plan outlined by 
Postmaster-General Meyer in his annual] 
report and which he advocated in pub- 
lic addresses. 

The bill authorizes the Postmaster- 
General to establish a system of postal 
Savings banks comprised of such money 
order offices as he may designate. 

Anyone Over 10 May Deposit. 

Accounts may be opened and deposits 
made in any postal savings bank estab- 
lished under this act by any person of 
the age of 10 years or over. 

The bill further provides that such 
postal banks shall receive deposits of 
money in even dollars, with $1 as a 
minimum, and postmasters are required 
to make daily reports to the Post- 
master-General, who will forward to the 
depositors a written acknowledgement 
of its receipt. 

Deposits are not liable to seizure or 
detention under legal processes against 
the depositor, and its funds are exempt 
from taxation. 

Interest to Be Paid. 

The rate of 2 per cent per annum is 
allowed depositors and the Postmaster- 
General is allowed to place the money in 
postal savings banks in national banks 
at a rate of interest satisfactory to the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

The national depositories are to be in 
the immediate vicinity of postal banks 
from which the money is drawn as a 
safeguard against centralization of cur- 
rency and as means of facilitating the 
return of money to the channels of 
trade. National banks are prohibited 
from receiving any compensation for 
cashing or collecting any checkg or any 
other service in connection with postal 
banks. Withdrawals of deposits may be 
made at any time subject to regulations. 
The bill carries an appropriation of 
$100,000,

Mr. Sikes has many times protested 
against the language used by men in 
the presence of women and girls in fac 
tories where they work side by side. He 
Says that in the course of time young 
girls have their sense of the decency 
of language blunted by hearing profan- 
ity. 

In time many of them almost uncon- 
sciously use the same *language. A 
woman factory inspector complained of 
the foul language she heard in fac- 
tories. 

‘Can Be Stopped. 

“The owners of shops have been ready 
enough to comply with the factory laws 
when infractions have been brought to 
their attention,’ said Mr. Sikes, “and 
I believe they are not fully aware of 
some of the language their employes 
use when at work. Tney can easily put 
a stop to it if they will. 

“In the factories I see placards on the 
walls forbidding spitting, about the 
hours of labor, fire precautions, and if 
the owners of factories were to post a 
placard forbidding profane and obscene 
Janguage the offense would soon ceas?: 

“The foremen have sufficient contro! 
over factory employes to enforce the 
rule, 

Women Get Habit. 

‘In factories where the lines have not 
been closely drawn between men and 
women employes the temptation of a 
certain class of young men has been 
to use profane language even when con- 
veving the most ordinary information. 

“T suppose they think it smart. This 
leads to worse in time if not checked, 
and then the words slip into the vocabu- 
laries of the women and girls. 

‘My department raided a factory not 
long ago and arrested the proprietors 
where a number of girls were working 
at tables above which on the walls the 
most obscene language had been writ- 
ten. 

‘This was only the outgrowth of the 
same kind of language used by the 
men operatives. The girls confessed that 
at first they had been shocked at it, 
but had grown ‘used to it.’ 

“Tf shall recommend that signs 
posted in factories where women 
employed with men, and I think it will 
go a long way to stop the profane lan- 
guage which some men think necessary 
to convey their ideas.’’

This per capita wealth, as shown by 
the repor’ of the Board of Assessors 
jus. issued, is said to be greater than 
tnat of any other American city, with 
the possibie exception of Quincy, Ill. 

According to the report the total as- 
Sessment value of real and persor.l 
property in the city limits is $528,942,170. 

As the assessments are made on a 
basis of 7° per cent of the actual value 
the total of St. Louis property is $756,- 
631.470. The assessment shows an Iin- 
crease of nearly $15,000,000 over last year 
and $9,00),.000 of this represents the in- 
crease in real estate values. 

The totals in the different classifica- 
tions are: Real estate, $403,455,890; rail- 
roads and public utilities, $37,000, 000; per- 
sonal property, $88,486,280; banks, $25,- 
661,610; trust companies, $22,973,900; in- 
surance companies, $1,543,890. 

The city tax rate will be fixed by 
the Municipal Assembly and the Board 
of Etucation In May. Last year it was 
£2.17 on each $100 of assessed valuation. 
The State tax will be the same as last 
vear, 17 cents on $100.

Not many people Would have made serious 
complaint if the jury in the Snell will case had 
agreed to the invalidation of that instrument on 
any grounds. It was contested on the theory 
that the testator was of unsound mind, and 11 
of the 12 jurors adopted that view of the -mat- 
ter. It might and-in good conscience it should 
have been nullified as against public policy. 

The will was drawn clearly enough in imita- 
tion of that left by Marshall Field about two 
years ago, and that testament was so outrageous 
in its character that the State should have made 
it a warning instead of permitting it to be used as 
an example. : 

Under the Snell wil] a forttine of $2,000,000 was, 
with the exception Of ayfew small bequests, left 
in trust until 20 years after the death of the 
testator’s youngest grandson.’ This child is now 
|5 years of age and so, even if no other heirs ap- 
pear, it is easily possible for the estate to remain 
intact for 100 years or more. 

Shrewdly handled, such a fortune might grow 
to enormous proportions in a century, and even 
if it be no more than safeguarded it is practical- 
ly certain to increase like a snowball rolling 
downhill. That trusts of this description controll- 
ing property for generations after its original 
| owner has passed away are contrary to reason 
atid good policy as well as to American principles 
is self-evident. 

In many respects the old English laws of primo- 
geniture and entail, which once had a footing 
here, were less offensive to our ideas of right 
and justice. They at least strengthened and dig- 
nified the family idea. These trusts make the 
family secondary to the fortune, and, as in this 
case, often result from a desire, or perhaps cre- 
ate the desire, to inflict humiliation and wrong 
upon the family. 

So far as such wills indicate a purpose on the 
part of the testator to project his dead hand into 
the distant future, they in effect defeat the ob- 
jects of the Jaws which society has made to gov- 
ern the disposition of property at death. No 
natural right of bequest is involved. The State 
grants the right under certair conditions. These 
100-year trusts circumvent laws and conditions 
alike. 

Snell, like Field, had spent a long life in money 
getting. The time came when he perceived that 
he was soon to pass to a place where lands and 
cattle, stocks and bonds, notes and mortgages 
and hoards of gold could not go. Knowing that 
he could not take them with him, the passion of 
his life impelled him to postpone their relin- 
quishment to a remote period, and so, if the will 
stands, his bony fingers will clutch these pos- 
sessions long after all who now inhabit the earth 
shall have been consigned to the tomb. 

In his case also, as in Field’s, it is probable 
that nothing but a wholesome respect for the 
courts prevented the extension of the trust to 
a time even more distant. If the dead hand can 
make itself felt for 100 years it will presently 
project itself for 500 or 1000 years and these 
swollen estates with no visible owner will not 
only crush the people, but tempt them to confis- 
cation and violence. : 

Such wills as these ought not to be permitted. 
They are wrong in principle and mischievous 
in object. They carry greed beyond the grave. 
They attempt to defeat one of the most salutary 
theories as to the protection which law throws 
around the accumulations of property, and that 
is that at death the wealth will be distributed. A 
man not indurated by avarice and conceit would 
be ashamed to leave such a testament. 
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DRAWING THE LINE ON HOBOES. 

It is the hobo who parades while the honest 
man out of a job is quietly looking for work. 
Hard times are the stock in trade of the hobo, 
and the prosperity of the pretender; for it is 
then, and only then, that they may palm them- 
selves off as unfortunate working men. 

The hobo is the hero of hard times, and he is 
so at the expense of respectable workers. He 
classes himself with the respectable workers and 
appeals for sympathy and aid for himself in the 
name of labor. 

It is by grace of such walking delegates of or- 
ganized idleness as How and Reitman that the 
hobo is able to perpetrate this deception. It is 
under the insulting colors of these false zealots 
that the scurvy malingerer parades his assump 
tion of equality with labor. 

It is well, .therefore, when working men, 
through self-respect and for self-protection, re- 
pudiate the soiled. banner and repel the presump- 
tion of a leadership that would trade upon their 
respectability and debauch labor to the level of 
trampdom. 

Impressed with the necessity of drawing-a line 
sharply and making a stand against the hobo 
band which seeks and pretends to include him- 
self, a good man has addressed to the Post-Dis- 
patch a letter well worth attention for its ex- 
emplary spirit: 

As a working man who is out of work I wish to 
protest. against those two pretenders, How and 
Reitman, and to suggest that they be suppressed as 
nuisances of the worst type. you don't See any 
workingmen or any men who Wish to Work march- 
ing around under these men or their “Hobo” banner.

The Help the Conductor Association 
held its weekly meeting last night at 
the Garrick Theater. About 1200 citi- 
zens were present, and the speaker of 
the evening was Capt. Robert McCul- 
loch, manager of the United Railways. 

The Captain was plain-spoken as Mr. 
Roosevelt. He said: 

“I have been general manager of 
street car systems in several] cities, but 
the men of St. Louis are the biggest 
cowards I have ever known. They not 
only refuse to back the conductor up 
when ‘he attempts to sit on some un- 
ruly passenger, but if the conductor is 
something of a bully himself they will 
let him bulldoze them without a mur- 
mur. 

“Shame on the men of St. Louis! It 
is simply~incredible that so many mol- 
lycoddles and milksops should dwell in 
a single community. The men of cther 
cities are nothing like them. For in- 
stance, a Detroit man always fights for 
the conductor first and asks what they 
were fighting about afterward.

“We can’t have order and decency on 
the street cars of St, Louis until the 
men of the city acquire courage enough 
to back up the conductor,” the Captain 
concluded. “Just to sea what they will 
do, I started a fake fight with one of 
my conductors myself the other night. 
The men on the car promptly bolted 
through the windows. Shame on them 
for two weeks!”’ 

The Captain's rebuke brought 600 ap- 
plicants forward for mémbersip. The 
oath of allegiance to the conductor was 
administered. Chief of Police Creecy 
made a speech. He said the association 
was the best thing in the city after the 
Police Department. He promised to 
have the police help the passengers if 
the passengers will help the conduc- 
ters.

Appropriation Bill Reveals 
System Used to Circumvent 
Postoffice Robbers. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The United 
States Government employs professionai 
yeggmen. 

This statement was made by Chief 
Postoffice Inspector Frank E. McMil- 
lan to a subcommittee of the House 
Committee on  Postoffices and Post 
Roads. It was so astonishing and soe 
likely to lead to criticism of the Gove 
ernment that the subcommittee decided 
to strike it out of the record and say 
nothing about it. For three weeks the 
members kept the secret. 

The subcommittee was going over 
items in the Postoffice appropriation 
bill, which was being explained by 
Chief Inspector McMillan. An item of 
$5000 under the head of ‘‘depredations’’ 
was reached, and he told the subcom- 
mittee that this covered losses by rob- 
beries in postoffices. 

“Mr. McMillan,”’ said a member of 
the subcommittee, “is any portion of 
this $5000 to be used for buying evidence 
against robbers?’’ 

Momey to Buy Spies. 

“It is,’’. replied the Chief Inspector. 

“In what way is this evidence se- 
cured ?”’ 

“In hiring professional yetemen and 
safeblowers to join yegg gangs and 
‘peach’ on their accomplices when- 
ever a postoffice is robbed."’ 

The committee wanted to know 
whether the money was expended in 
bribing men who had actually commit- 
ted robberies to ‘“‘peach”’ on their pals. 
McMillan replied that it was not; that 
the men were regularly emploved by 
the Government and allied themselves 
to the yegeg gangs by order of the VPost- 
office Department. 

Subcommittee Approves System. 

“I want to say that I consider this 
branch of the business absolutely essen- 
tial, and I hope that the publicity given 
to it will not defeat the appropriation.” 

The members of the subcommittee are 
Overstreet of Indiana, chairman; Gard- 
ner of New Jersey, Stafford of Wis- 
consin, Snapp of Illinois, Dwight of 
New York, Moon of Tennessee, Finley o. 
South Carolina and Lloyd cf Missouri. 
All but the last three are Republicans. 

The decision was unanimous in favor 
of including the item in the bill, and 
it will be there when the meas'ire comes 
up in the house.

Move in House of Delegates 
to Do Away With Dirty 
Bakeries. 


—_-———— or 





Delegate W. J. Brennan of the Six- 
teenth Ward introduced in the House of 
Delegates Tuesday night a bill to regu- 
late bakeries and confectionery estab- 
iishments. 

The bill is the result of a_crusade be- 
gun by State Factory Inspector Sikes 
against dirty bakeries and particularly 
against the employment of consumptives 
in bakeries, the prevalence of which has 
become alarming. 

Recently a reporter for the Post-Dis- 
patch accompanied factory inspectors on 
a thorough examination of the bakeries 
ot the city. Those conducted in parts 
of the city outside of the congested dis- 
trict and the big factories were found

Underground Bakeries Forbidden. 
The bill prohibits the use of any un- 
derground room for making bread and 
candies. Sanitation and- ventilation are 
required, the dimensions of the quarters 
are specified, toilet rooms and wash 
rooms are prohibited in bakeshops, and 
domestic animals and birds must not be 
permitted to live in them. 

Persons alilcted with tuberculosis, 
serofula. or any communicable disease 
are forbidden to work in bakeshops, and 
all bakers must obtain a certificate of 
good health from the St. Louis Health 
Department, to be kept on file in the 
bakeshop in which they work for in- 
apection, to be renewed every three 
months. 

Thirty Days to Make Changes. 
Owners of bakeshops are given 30 das 
after the passage of the ordinance in 
which to comply with it. A fine of not 


more than $50 is fixed for the first of- 
fense, the second is punishable by a 
fine of not more than $100 and 10 days 
in jail, and subsequent infractions may 
be penalized by a fine of not more than 
$200 and imprisonment of 30 days.
